Each year the Los Angeles 


county 
agricultural commis- 


sioner's office makes a complete 
survey of the citrus districts, 
thru the district agricultural in- 
spectors, to find out the condi- 
tions of insect pests in each 
grove. These results have al- 
ways been tabulated and are 
generally 
presented by the 


commissioner, Harold J. Ryan, at a 
meeting in the different citrus areas, 
showing the results of pest control 
treatment the previous year, and 
showing whether or not the red or 
black scale population has been in- 
creased. 


Following the year's survey, we 


find in the Covina district an ex- 
tremely heavy increase in black 
scale population. This increase, we 
believe, is attributed to the warm 
winters of the past two years, which 
have allowed the scale to breed 
rapidly, developing several different 
stages or, as we term it, an off-hatch 
condition. The ideal condition for 
a citrus grower is to have the black 
scale hatch out at about the same 
time or over a period of six weeks 
or two months, beginning in May,

Last year, 1834, black scale started 


hatching in February, compared to 
May generally, therefore by the time 
treatment started in August we had 
black scale developed and very large, 
making it more difficult than ever to 
control. We found that the scale 
hatching out first, grew and started 
hatching out young last fall, throw- 
ing them into an off-hatch condition. 
At the present time in the Covina 
groves we have black scale in every 
conceivable stage of development. 


We have had no weather this 


spring to kill the young scale and 
if weather conditions continue mild, 
it will be very difficult to control the 
black scale without spending a great 
deal of money. In 1932 we had 37 
groves; 1933, 32 groves, 1934, 80 
groves, and in 1935, 162 groves show- 
ing an unsatisfactory black scale 
condition. This shows the tremen- 
dous increase in the district and we 
find in checking that every grove 
was treated during the year. In pre-

the new act which increases the sales tax from 2,Vz to 3 cents.

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The Bootlegger Returns— 


The liquor problem is unsolvable to the sat- 


isfaction of all, or for even a majority. It must 
ever remain so, but sane intelligence could, 
and probably will, reduce the evil to its low- 
est point of harm. 


The fallacy of high liquor taxes as a control 


measure is again being demonstrated, even 
though there should be no reason for further 
demonstration. High license presumably in- 
voked as a regulation, was found to be gross- 
ly ineffective many years ago. Some of the 
greatest crusaders against liquor advocated 
it, and afterwards repudiated it as working 
more harm than good. 


We see today, in the activities of the federal 


government; in soutern California, a repeti- 
tion of old fallacies. The "G" men have re- 
cently rounded up a bootleg distilling ring 
which has been operating on a huge scale, 
and these men are charged with violating the 
internal revenue act, in other words, making 
and distributing alcohol and alcoholic liquor 
without paying Uncle Sam's liquor taxes. 
Bootleg whiskey, made cheaply, and therefore 
doubly dangerous, is marketed far below the 
price which must be charged for the legally 
taxed product. When a tax which runs as 
high as from seventy-five cents to a dollar 
per gallon is evaded, it means that the boot- 
legger and illicit distiller have a product that 
is wanted by many thousands of cheap saloons 
and night clubs. Therefore, inevitably, we 
have a return of bootlegging as a serious com- 
petitor of the legal distilleries. Soon we will 
hear again of liquor racketeering, highjack- 
ing and murder, for these crimes naturally 
follow as a result of illegal liquor distribution. 


The country has been obliged to defer its 


idealism of prohibition. But it is making a 
serious blunder in attempting to substitute 
high license and high taxation of various Pacts VerSUS Theory 


The Black Widow Spider— 


In all California communities the black 


widow spider is being found more frequently 
than in past years, for the same reason that 
all insect and small animal life is more abun- 
dant—the plentiful rains of the winter and 
spring. 


But in many hundreds of case records from 


hospitals and private physicians in fifteen 
years, there have been but two deaths from 
black widow stings. One of these was an 
elderly man with a serious organic disease, 
and the other an itinerant laborer heavily al- 
coholized at the time he was bitten. 


Householders should thoroughly clean out 


garages, corners in gardens; burn trash heaps, 
remove old lumber, spray cellars and tighten 
all house screens. But the opinion that the 
spider injects a fatal poison should be aban- 
doned. A sting from the black widow causes 
a very painful sickness for about three days. 
Its effect is something like that of severe 
ptomaine poisoning. There does not seem to 
be any permanently damaging results to the 
human system. It is to be feared most in per- 
sons whose vitality is low, which is true in 
all disease as well as toxic poisoning. 


Hydrotherapy (frequent hot baths) have 


been found to be about the only treatment of 
value with which to combat this poison. Cau- 
terization, or any form of surgery, is not 
recommended, nor any of the so-called poison 
antidotes. A physician should be called im- 
mediately in every case. There are medicines 
of a palliative nature that should be adminis- 
tered by those competent, and the condition 
of the patient apart from the poisoning must 
be considered. 


Above all things the patient and members 


of the family must be disabused of the idea 
that the one bitten is in extreme danger. 
Fright will only accentuate the pain. Unless 
there are complications the patient is in very 
little danger of death. 


The black widow spider is glossy black, 


with a brilliant carmine "hour-glass" figure 
on the under side. The • spider's intestinal 
pouch is shaped like an old-fashioned black 
shoe-button, and the entire body is covered 
with microscopic hairs, giving it a glossy ap- 
pearance. The insect is timid, and hides when 
disturbed. Like all spiders it must have dark 
and quiet places for its web. Garden shrub- 
bery and foliage should be trimmed up from 
the ground to let in light, and dark places 
under steps and beneath buildings should be 
treated with strong insecticide and screened 
if possible. A close, rank growth of vegetation 
against the house is not desirable. 


There is danger, everywhere, in this state 


this year from this poisonous spider. But 
persons bitten should consider that they are 
only to be subjected to a short, painful per- 
iod. Calmness and a good physician will serve 
adequately as a cure. 


Jorms. It makes the legal liquor so expensive 
" 
inviting and promoting the illogal 
rmaker and dispenser. We have gone 


around this vicious circle several times in the 
history of our attempts to regulate this traffic. 


When governments, city, county, state and 


national, place tax and license charges against 
liquor, it places all of us in the position of 
participating in the liquor business. That's 
the moral angle, to which a very large seg- 
ment of the people object. The only excuse 
is that of revenue raising, which does not 
suffice to condone for the manifest immoral- 
ity. Then, we discover, that the higher the 
tax the more rapid the revenue decreases, 
because of the growing competition of the 
bootlegger and the increased desire of the 
legal maker and seller to evade part of his 
taxation thru false declarations to the tax 
collectors. 


The lowest possible tax, and greater insis- 


tence on complete legal operation has proved 
to be in all countries a solution of one impor- 
tant phase of liquor control. Governments 
that allow their greed for revenue to pass the 
bounds of reason quickly destroy the regula- 
tory factor, not only as to liquor, but as to 
all phases of commerce. 


High taxes on liquor do not serve to de- 


crease the amount of liquor consumed, nor 
to increase the sense of responsibility of those 
taxed. High taxes, whether on incomes, im- 
ports, or domestic commodities of any and all 
variety, promote evasion and invite fraud. 


Life Begins at Fifty-Six— 


Fray Junipero Serra, founder and super- 


visor of the California missions, was fifty-six 
years old before he set foot on California soil. 


Moreover, he was bitten by a snake on one 


of his journeys in old Mexico before coming 
here, and as a result was lame and in pain 
from open ulcers on one of his legs to the day 
of his death. 


Yet, his indomitable courage and spiritual 


zeal carried him across the deserts and wil- 
derness, traversing the entire distance from 
San Diego to San Francisco on foot and mule- 
back numerous times, visiting and supervis- 
ing the missions enroute, missions that over- 
laid the land like the beads of his own rosary. 


Some of us who may believe that we are 


beyond the age of intensive endeavor might 
reflect on the physical as well as the spiritual 
prowess of this remarkable Franciscan priest. 
Will Rogers recently played the lead role in 
a picture, "Life Begins at Forty." Father 
Serra was a relatively obscure member of his 
order until his magnificent work began in 
California. 


Recent years have been bitter ones for those 


past middle age, as indeed they have been for 
young, middle-aged and old. But this writer 
believes that if prosperity, opportunity and 
the chance to work for security return, we 
will see many a dominant soul in the old-age 
brackets taking his or her place in the new 
economics scheme, and, therefore, the old- 
age pension ranks will experience many de- 
sertions. A man may never correctly be 
valued by the number of years he has lived, 
but by how much he may still be able to ac- 
complish.

Dr. Clements, for many years agricultural 


expert' for the Los Angeles chamber of com- 
merce, speaks disapprovingly of the subsis- 
tence farming idea in California. 


Many of us who have spent a large portion 


of our lives in rural communities know why 
he dissents to the popular fallacy. Raising 
vegetables in the rainy, humid east and south 
of the United States, and in California are as 
different in operation as newspaper publish- 
ing differs from book publishing. Groups of 
unemployed in our southern California com- 
munities have helped themselves quite satis- 
factorily by pooling their work on scattered 
acreage, with land and water donated for the 
purpose. Very often the seed and tools are 
also donated, as well as fertilizer, if any is 
used. Even with all expenses eliminated the 
result, while worth the effort, is nothing about 
which to get greatly excited. 


An unused and fertile piece of ground any- 


where in the temperate zone can be planted 
and cultivated with almost no expense, and 
with gratifying results. Subsistence farms in 
the east are practicable. But not in arid and 
semi-arid areas. If one has to pay for the use 
of land, pay for four or five irrigations, and 
wait over a growing season, much longer than 
in the east, the vegetables raised will cost 
about five cents each, and will be retailing 
at the same time in the markets for three 
bunches for ten cents. 


The whole idea of California subsistence 


farming is based on memory—the memory of 
the way things grow back east. Agriculture 
and market gardening in California are in 
the big business class, calling for capital, ex- 
pert knowledge and eternal vigilance. 


These small subsistence farms that are now 


being promulgated will be a help to many 
families, principally because a subsidy goes 
with them—very low rates of payment on 
land and equipment, very nominal water 
rates, etc. But if one attempts to pay pre- 
vailing rates, the venture invariably turns 
out a liability. 


As a recreational hobby small-plot farming 


is excellent in California, but its subsistence 
value is negligible.

Injunction Would 
Prevent Sale of 
Thirty-Nine Cattle 


An injunction to prevent Aime L. 


Didier from selling 39 head of cattle 
for an alleged pasturage bill was 
sought in Los Angeles superior court 
this week by Refugio Hernandez, 
Following publication of a legal no- 
tice in a newspaper. 


The injunction suit is the result 


of litigation now pending hi Los 
Angeles municipal court, it is stated. 
Hernandez claims ownership of the 
cattle, now pastured on the Rosebud 
Doble Mullender ranch at the south 
end of Hollenbeck street, near Co- 
vina, and values them at $1700. 


Prior to last April 1, Hernandez 


leased the pasturage from the de- 
fendant, but on April 1 the lease was 
sold to Adolph Sulzer, it is stated. 
The municipal court suit was started 
last May 10 by Hernandez, for the 
asserted loss of certain cattle. In a 
cross-complaint, Didier asked $233.75 
for pasturage. -Hernandez in his an- 
swer to the cross-complaint admits 
he owes $186.50, but the matter will 
not be determined until the trial, 
which has been set for September 
26.

Credit: The present situation is undoubtedly the 


most extreme one that has even existed in the his- 
tory of the country. A perfectly enormous supply of 
potential credit has been accumulated. At the same 
time the actual use of credit has been greatly dimin- 
ished, partly because of the lower level of business 
activity and prices, and partly by the fact that busi- 
nes credit has been over-liquidated. The momentum 
of the liquidation which began in 1929 was so great 
that it has forced business down much nearer to a 
cash basis than it would under normal circumstances. 
A great many transactions are being carried out by 
cash today that in any normal period would be 
handled by check. The fear of inflation has helped 
drive the world toward a cash basis. During the 
bank troubles in this country during 193^-33 people 
actually got to the point of thinking in terms of a 
general conversion of bank deposits into currency 
and of currency into metal, an idea which would im- 
ply a general return to a barter or at least a money 
as opopsed to credit economy. It is entirely probable 
that we will never again see credit at these levels. 


Part of the credit expansion that is likely to occur 


over the next several years will represent merely a 
return to a normal level of credit and not the crea- 
tion of an abnormal credit volume. It seems likely, 
'however, that the expansion will not be limited to 
this but will go on until we have created a greater 
volume of credit than has been normal in the past. 
Although eventually some of this credit expansion 
may have to be taken out again ,part of it will be a 
real and permanent gain. 


The supply of investment funds that has accu- 


mulated over the past several years must be tremen- 
dous. At the end of 1931 a well-known financial 
statistician made an estimate of the amount of in- 
vestment capital that had accumulated in this coun- 
try over the preceding two years and arrived at a 
surprisingly large figure. Three and a half years 
have elapsed since this estimate was made and the 
accumulation during that time must have been much 
larger. The accumulated potentialities of credit are 
certainly greater than have ever existed before in 
the history of the country. 


Besides this enormous accumulation of potential 


credit expansion we have also tremendous accumu- 
lated shortages of all types of goods, plus an accu- 
mulation of inventions and ideas for new develop- 
ments which amount to the same thing. We want to 
replace goods that we had in 1929 and which have 
worn out. We want also manufacture other types of 
goods that we have never had before. There are ail 
these things to do with credit and an enormous 
amount of credit to do with with. It is merely cer- 
tain mechanical, political and psychological difficul- 
ties which prevent the two things from combining 
to produce the greatest recovery in business in the 
history of the country. 


From the standpoint of the investor, the difficulty 


is that this situation may be forgotten in the details 
of small calculations. Over the past twenty months 
we have had a series of minor ups and downs in 
business. It is natural to assume that these ups and 
downs will continue and to concentrate attention 
upon what is going to happen over the next few 
months and to leave out of account the possibility 
that at any time this great recovery may set in. Yet 
the recovery is certainly there. It may lie a consid-

tors are like stock traders in a trading market, who 
concentrate attention on fluctuations of a few points

In a period like that thru which we have been 


passing, the attention of investors tends to become 
concentrated more and more upon minor shifts in 
the position of their funds. Just as Louis XVI was 
concentrating his attention on hunting while the mob 
gathered in Paris, and as in September, 1929, the in- 
vestment trust managements were debating the rela- 
tive merit of oils and chemicals or some other equally 
trivial question with the abyss opening before them, 
so it is likely that when the next real business re- 
covery starts rr.ost investors will have their atten- 
tion concentrated on scrr.e minor problem, such as 
one stable earrJr.-^s stcci-: as compared with another,

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We need not point out that the real advance in 


the prices of stocks during the next business recov- 
ery will occur not in these high-grade income issues, 
but in the shares of companies operating in a cyclical 
industries, companies whose earnings might increase 
during a business recovery from little or nothing to 
really substantial amounts. Many common stocks 
today are selling for approximately what they may 
reasonably expect to earn per share in the next per- 
iod of prosperity. 


The great rise in the bond market of the year 1934 


lies behind us. But the year of the great business 
recovery is still ahead. No one, unfortunately, can 
tell precisely when this great recovery will set in. 
But at some point, perhaps not so far off, the area

The low yield on money seems likely to remain 


as a supporting force for investment grade stocks, 
for the principal reason that it is a world prenome- 
non, therefore unlikely to reverse rapidly; also be- 
cause the average level of earnings (on money) is 
being "nailed down" now by refundings; by the in- 
creasing proportion of investment funds which are in 
government issues; by the relentless pressure of gov- 
ernment deposits in the banks; by the incoming gold; 
by the complete stoppage of interest on balances at 
New York. 


This, however, will not stop the deflation of specu- 


lative issues which have risen in the dizzy delusion 
that they had a right to share in such advances. And 
the further this market goes, the more spectacular 
their deflation will probably be. 


The major influence for or against new capital 


financing will be the state of business opportunity. 
That is not inviting at the present time. We have 
proof in two different directions. 


First: The large number of corporations which 


already have ample capital in their tills remain quite 
undisposed to make sizeable outlays for renovizing, 
and still less for expansion. eYt you may be rea- 
sonably sure that loaned funds will not lead out in 
volume ahead of owned funds for new capital ex- 
pansion. 


Second: Corporations with ample present capital 


will in the main continue hesitant about new equip- 
ment while world commodity prices continue weak 
to uncertain, particularly while domestic costs con- 
tinue to be geared out of line with world costs. This 
is no longer a country where scattered individuals 
decide the trend of capital usage, but where corpora- 
tions with a world perspective make the "leading" 
decisions. 


The price of one world commodity—coffee— has 


declined 25 per cent in the last three months, prin- 
cipally because one currency—that of Brazil— has 
declined 30 per cent. Weak currencies continue to 
be the major uncertainty of prices; and a principal 
correlative cause is the continued sucking in of gold 
and silver to the United States. Among other cur- 
rencies that are now skidding or threatened are those 
of Chile, India, China, Italy, Switzerland, and Hol- 
land. The latter country shipped 1-6 of its gold to 
New York (85,000,000) in April. And the secretary 
of the treasury comprehends the true situation so 
illy that he says our accelerating gold hoard gives 
him ''a comfortable feeling." 


I, therefore, do not anticipate any large expan- 


sion of new capital financin gseon, and believe that 
the near term trend of commodity prices will be 
moderately to irregularly downward; also that the 
sooner the stocvk market points in that direction the 
healthier it will be. 


Pacific Market Service—May 8, 1935 


Speaking before the New York chapter of the 


American Statistical association, Professor Lewis 
Haney made the following remarks on the "easy 
money delusion" (see the Annalist of May 3, 1935): 


"Easy money—that is, credit—is a highly desirable 


symptom if it be the result of credit conditions. If 
easy money be the result of certainty that there 
will be a productive use for funds, coupled with the 
existence of an abundance of funds which are bused 
upon objective values, then it is desirable. But then 
it is to be regarded as a necessary result of conditions 
. . . Now, however, easy money is the result of wise 
thinking. It is artificially made, and its significance 
is taken to be its use as a means toward some ideal 
goal. To the funds piled up in the financial centers, 
as usual in great depressions, we are adding billions 
of funds created out of debt by open market opera- 
tions an dout of currency debasement. The aim is to 
create purchasing powerby enabling the social plan- 
ners to spend billions for maintaining work relief 
armies, etc. . . . The very means by which these 
funds are piling up, however, and which give rise 
to the so-called easy money, are fatally destructive 
of the demand for them. I predict confidently that 
if the present methods be pursued the 'easier' we 
make money the easier money will continue to be. 
We are rapidly approaching a point where, with 
interest rates near zero, people will not save for pro- 
ductive purposes. Then they will forget the future, 
and "buy now" will be the slogan for spending a de- 
preciating currency, the future worthlessness of 
which is betokened by one-fourth per cent money 
rates. . . . 


''There can be no investment demand for money, 


and consequently no sustained increase for employ- 
ment, under these conditions. The only result will 
be such phenomena as the rise and fall of specu- 
lative pools in pepper and shellac, and the spectacle 
of an insolvent government running on a deficit and 
using the proceeds of its loasn to rig the market for 
its ov.-n obligations. . . . As a mater of fact, easy 
money is one rA the worst symptoms of the present 
conditions. Not only does it present potential infla- 
tion, but is a. sign and symbol of the absence of the 
price and profits system, as manifested in the ab- 
sence of an investment demand. What passes for 
investment today is a mere quest for 'liquidity.' 
Premiums are being paid for fancied liquidity. This 
I have called 'storm-cellar investment,' and I may 
add that the only kind of saving one can do today 
is storm-cellar saving. For such saving and invest- 
ment, money rates do not count! This has been the 
whole picture for the last three years, namely, the 
picture of a government getting ready to expropriate 
capital, and of the citizens of that government lying 
awake nights seeking an escape." 


It may be seen from what precedes that the time 


does not seem right for a sustained recovery and a 
dependable increase in the value of equities. As 
long as the principles of government remain as they 
are now, every advance in markets must be regarded 
with distrust and of passing importance. The invest- 
ment of funds in foreign aold stocks is the only step 
which assures a certain degree of protection against 
a rotten currency, when the final result is considered.

noes not include as its most essential element the 
recognition of the situation discussed above is as 
completely unsound as a 1929 investment policy 
which neglected the danger of a serious business and 
financial market decline.

False Frontiers of the Mind 


An Additional Room 


For Summer Nights 


By HENRY L. MARSHALL 


A friend who used to work with me in the metropolitan 


newspaper field writes to me from British Columbia, where he 
has homesteaded a ranch in the wilderness. He says: 


"We have no money beyond the 


amount we scrape together for the 
small taxes, and for a very few 
purchases. But for five years now 
we have had a cojtifortahle log 
house that shelters six of us; we 
have an abundance of good food 
for the family and for the farm 
animals; we have learned to card, 
spin and weave; we put up wild 
fruit, and will soon have plenty 
from our own trees; we hunt and 
fish for recreation; we like the 
climate, and we don't want any 
more of the horrible strain and 
anxiety of civilization. If the world 
believes it has achieved a civiliza- 
tion, we prefer to be classed as 
uncivilized." 
This family has very evidently re- 


fused to believe that there are no 
more frontiers. It has been puzzling 
to encounter in the writings of econ- 
omists, both American and European, 
a concerted belief that all the fron- 
tiers have been reached. And this 
in the face of the fact that more than 
half of the world, in relation to 
arable, livable lands, has not been 
settled. Some of these writers are 
good enough to explain that they 
are aware of the vast reaches of de- 
sirable territory, but that they have 
been rendered valueless by. the fact 
that technological advancement has 
restricted and constricted the work 
—that we can make and raise all we 
want on the present settled areas 
and 
that, therefore, colonization 


would be a failure from the stand- 
point of commerce. What any new 
colony could produce would largely 
remain where it was produced, as 
the rest of the world at no time 
would be in need of it. Capital can- 
not be attracted to new colonization, 
they say, because there is no longer 
a basis for such use of credit. That's 
probably true to a measurable ex- 
tent. 


THE URGE FOR HOMES 


But they are forgetting that North 


America was not colonized by pri- 
vate initiative, but by collective in- 
terest as represented by the United 
Colonies, backed by the British gov- 
ernment first, and afterwards by the 
American 
confederation. 
Private 


capital followed the lead of both 
flags. It did not go in advance of 
them. And the first and overwhelm- 
ing urge of the colonizations was the 
individual's desire to make a home 
for himself in independence and se- 
curity. 
Today, the economic frontiers are

Bids for construction of the fourth 


Monrovia tunnel link of the $220,- 
000,000 Colorado river aqueduct are 
to be opened on July 23, according to 
announcement of the directors this 
week. 


The Monrovia tunnel No. 4 is to be 


constructed thru the San Gabriel 
mountains in the northerly part of 
the city of Monrovia. 


On the same date, the district will 


open bids on San Rafael tunnels 
Nos. 1 and 2, in the southern por- 
tion of the San Rafael hills, between 
Linda Vista avenue and Glenoaks 
boulevard, in the cities of Glendale, 
Pasadena and Los Angeles. 


All three tunnels are to be lined 


with reinforced concrete and will 
have a finished interior diameter of 


j ten feet. For the west portion of 


Monrovia No. 4 tunnel, bids may 


e submitted on a lining of welded 
teel cylinders, backed with concrete 
nd lined with gunite, and on a lin- 
ng of precast concrete pipe, backed 
ith concrete and reinforced with 
teel cylinders. 
The gunite-lined 


ection will have an interior dia- 
meter of 9 feet 9 inches; the precast 


ipe 9 feet 6 inches.

NOT BY CONQUEST 


That frontiers can only -be widen- 


ed and extended by conquest and 
discovery is another fallacy that 
sleeps at the back of the minds of 
economists and leaders in national 
thought. Expansion by force of arms 
is obsolete. If it were ever justifi- 
able it certainly is not so now, both 
because there is a greater permea- 
tion of moral responsibility, and a 
knowledge also of the prohibitive 
cost of wars. But this country has 
a plainly-written 
history of two 


forms of territorial expansion—that 
of by conquest on the west coast, 
and expansion by purchase, as in the 
case of the Louisiana gulf territory, 
Alaska and our island protectorates. 
It is time that we acquired more ter- 
ritory by purchase, not because we 
need new lands to provide commo- 
dities for interchange, but because 
free -lands are needed to provide 
fundamental security for an inde- 
pendent, resourceful people. 


NEW LANDS BECKON 


To the south of us lies Baja Cali- 


fornia, richer in agricultural lands, 
minerals and fishing than any por- 
tion of the west coast of the United 
States. The rolling pampas of the 
Argentine republic is two-thirds the 
size of continental United States. The 
vast country of British Columbia 
and the Saskatchewan offer a new 
world the size of the present one on

Vasey, in an opinion rendered this 
week to Purchasing Agent H. E. 
Russell, holds that the act is valid 
on the basis of a United States su- 
preme court decision rendered in a 
case arising in South Carolina. 


Purchasing Agent Russell estimates 


that it will cost Los Angeles county 
in the naighborhood of $5000 yearly 
in taxes on out-of-state merchan- 
dise purchased for distribution thru 
the welfare store. 


According to the county counsel's 


interpretation of the law, any Cali- 
fornia resident who purchases an 
automobile at the factory and has it 
shipped or driven here for his use 
must pay the three per cent tax just 
as if the machine were bought here.

purchases out-of-state articles must 
make a quarterly report and remit- 
tance to the state board of equaliza- 
tion under penalty of being found 
guilty of a misdemeanor. 


Magazines, periodicals, hosiery and 


other out-of-state articles purchas- 
ed from house-to-house salesmen 
must also be reported to keep with- 
in the provisions of the law. 


Traffic Violators May 
Demand Trial 


While traffic violators in the juris- 


diction of a class A justice court 
must stand trial before that tribunal, 
offenders of the motor vehicle act in 
class B justice court jurisdiction may 
demand that their cases be heard in 
the municipal court at the county 
seat. This is the official opinion of 
Deputy County Counsel J. F. Mor- 
oney, delivered this week to Captain 
Moffett of the California highway 
patrol. 


Class B townships include Dow- 


ney, El Monte, Monrovia, San Fer- 
nando, Signal Hill, and Whittier. In 
these townships, such cases will be 
heard in the justice court unless the 
alleged violator demands that his 
case be transferred to Los Angeles 
municipal court. 


Contending that the motor vehicle 


act was designed by the legislature 
to supersede any conflicting provi- 
sions of the penal code in control- 
ling motor vehicles, the Southern 
California Automobile club has long 
waged a battle over having such 
cases heard by any justice court 
when the alleged violator sought a 
change to the Los Angeles court.

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Glendora Laboratory Tests Show 
How Savings of Irrigation 
Water May Be Effected 


With a wide range of soil variation 


in this area and water the life blood, 
of agriculture, irrigation of orchard 
and farm lands in Los Angeles coun- 
ty is rapidly being placed on a more 
scientific basis, a survey completed 
this week disclosed. Watering lands 
by guess soon will be a thing of the 
past. 


This is evidenced by the work that 


is going on in a well-equipped labo- 
ratory of the Glendora Consolidated 
Mutual Irrigating company at Glen- 
dora, all of whose stockholders are 
ranchers in the San Gabriel valley 
controlling approximately 2200 acres 
of citrus lands. 


The company, first to take the lead 


in the scientific study of soil ir.ois- 
ture relationship to prevent the 
waste of water and the ruination of 
fruit groves thru too much or too 
little irrigation, has been working 
in close co-ordination with the agri- 
cultural extension service of the 
University of California and the Los 
Angeles county farm bureau. 


As a result of two years' experi- 


mentation with irrigation of the soil 
in this area—there are twenty-two 
variations 
of it—the information 


gleaned is now being passed on to 
all the growers of the county. 


Three meetings with ranchers have 


been conducted by E. C. Moore, of 
the extension service, and the coun- 
ty farm bureau, for the presenta- 
•tion of the findings made in the 
Glendora 
laboratory. 
More are 


scheduled for the future. 


By way of demonstrating proper 


irrigation so that the growers can 
avoid the waste of water and re- 
sultant endangering of their groves, 
samples of seven kinds of soil are 
shown. 


These are heavy clay loam adobe, 


medium clay loam adobe, loam, fine 
sandy loam, sandy loam, gravelly 
sandy loam, and sand. 


Under each kind of soil named 


four samples are shown with dif- 
ferent contents of moisture begin- 
ning at 100 per cent field capacity, 
75 per cent field capacity, approxi- 
mately at wilting point, and consid- 
erably below wilting point. 


The ranchers surround the differ- 


ent samples of soil and are schooled 
in the appearance and consistency or 
feel of it under varying moisture 
conditions and content. In this way 
they become familiar with the feel 
of the soil to determine when irri- 
gation is necessary, or when too 
much water has been applied to their 
orchards. 
Water holding capacity 


and penetration also are discussed 
relative to the different types of soil. 


Experimentation is carried on at 


Glendora under the direction of C. 
T. Poy.le. Not pnly te: (the work ac- 
compUibed* 'Cb&^ttrlngvslatfge;qtiarW 
-titles-of^water each year, but also 
is creating a saving in trees, which 
too much or too little water ruin. 
There is in addition a saving in fer- 
tilizer which in times gone by was 
washed thru the soil, past tree roots, 
in many instances, because of too 
much irrigation. 


Before the advent of the labora- 


tory, there were numerous com- 
plaints that the city water supply of 
Glendora was being polluted with 
nitrate washed down thru the soil 
of nearby orchards by too much ir- 
rigation. 


Each soil area is shown on a large 


map in the laboratory. 


Stations are established in an or- 


chard with regard to soil types and 
type of irrigation. Samples are taken 
of the soil with a hollow hand drill 
that is driven one, two and three 
feet into the earth. Samples are 
taken for soil moisture at the first, 
second and third levels. 


The sample cores taken from the 


drill are placed in tin cans, num- 
bered and airtight, for transportation 
to the laboratory. 


Upon delivery at the laboratory 


the samples are taken from the tin 
cans and screened and fifty grams 
of each is weighed and placed in an 


aluminum cup having the same 
number as the can whence it came. 


The cups then are placed in an 


electric oven and dried out to a 
temperature just above the boiling 
point. This process lasts about six 
hours. 


After the soil samples are dried 


they are removed from the oven and 
weighed on a scale calibrated in 
percentages of loss of moisture due 
to drying. A record is made for 
each sample taken and the informa- 
tion sent to the rancher from whose 
land it was taken. With it is a 
recommendation relative to irrigat- 
ing. 


The laboratory also makes soluble 


nitrate tests for the ranchers to aid 
them in fertilizing. It also is equip- 
ped with a hydrograph instrument 
for recording the humidity of the
